Metropolis Deluged by Heav- 
iest Fall of Aqua in Its 
History, 4.86 Inches 
in Ten Hours. 


SUBWAY TRAINS STOPPED. 


Two Feet of Water Cover Tracks; 
Times Square Hardest Hit; 
Taxicabs Stalled in 
the Streets.

New York, Oct. 1—[Spectal Steer York 
was deluged today by the heaviest rai ‘in 
its history. Transportation lines, inclu 
the subway, were tied up for hours; hotel cel- 
lars and the power Flants of loft buildings 
were flooded, causing a cessation of husi- 
ness, and two men were killed by electric 
shocks for which the downpour was direct- 
ly responsible. 

The storm started in a gentle rain at 7 

o’clock in the morning. It increased in force 
and between 2 and § o'clock in the afternoon 
a succession of heavy thunder claps jarred 
loose the flood gates of the sky and the 
streets became rivers. The total precipita- 
tion for the ten hours ending at 5 o clock was 
4.86 inches. 

Sewers, taxed far beyond their capahity, 
delched theif overfiow into the streets and 
the water in some places reached a depth of 
two to four feet. Cascades poured down the 
steps of the subway kiosks and washed up 
and down the tracks until between Forty - 
second street and Sixty-sixth the food 
reached a depth of two feet in spots and the 
electric current had to be turned of. 


Subway in Total Darkness, 
Lights and power were switched from the 
subway trains at 8:45 o'clock and the traing 
stood in darkness until 7:30, while the crowds 
of homegoers turned to street cars and ele- 
yated trains in the hope of reaching nome by 


gp eee routes. 
oklyrites rushing for elevated trains at 
the Brooklyn bridge fared little better than 
the Manhattan folka The crowd grew to 
guch proportions that reserves had to be 
called to keep the people in long lines in the 
rain, and the sale of tickets was stopped at 
6 o' clock. 

The trolley lines in Brooklyn and Wil- 
Hamsburg were covered by s0 many pools 
three and four feet deep that the cars had to 


make long detours to reach their * 


tion. Mat es. 
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A high flood tide, dach up from the east 
by a heavy wind, raised the water in the 
rivers to such an unusual height that the 
sewer openings were choked and the inade- 
quate drainage system was still further hanes 
icapped. 


Times Square Worst Hit. 

The storm center for Manhattan was 
around Times square. Theaters, hotels, and 
stores were flooded, electric light plants and 
boilers went out of business, and hotel guests 
were forced to use candles to lift the gloom. 

In the lower hallways of the Longacre 
building on the northeast corner of Forty- 
second street and Broadway, where are two 
entrances to the uptown subway, there was 
at one time in the afternoon a foot of water. 
The streams from the street, backed up from 
the sewer entrances on the corner, rippled in 
rivers over the ramps and dowrl the stairs to 
the lower levels and then on to the subway 
platforms until traffic was stopped. 

Passengers from the subway teetered 
across planks, falling ‘off now and then to 
add to the excitement, and so up the stairs 
to the street. 

The terminal barber shop was the worst 
hit of the stores in this building. Men were 
caught in chairs with their faces lathered. 
Manicure girls perched on stools with their 
skirts tucked around them and 8 
away as the water crawled higher. |

No Inquiry Into Wreck. 

The legal proceedings in view have no con- 
nection with the report of the interstate 
commerce commission on the recent wreck 
on the New Haven, which resuited in the 
death of twenty-one passengers and the in- 
jury of thirty-two passengers and two em- 
ployés. In that report, however, the com- 
mission sharply criticised the directors for 
their negligence in connection with the super- 
vision of the New Haven, 

The department of justice will act upon the 
evidence brought out during the investigation 
conducted by the interstate commerce com- 
mission into the control over New England 
railroads acquired by the New Haven. The 
commission found that 4 mono} ly had been 
created, which had impaired not only correct 
and economical financial administration but 
also efficiency and safety of operation. 

It was pointed out that if the New Haven 
company were to be permitted to remain in 
control of the Boston and Maine system there 
would exist an almost exclusive monopoly of 
the transportation facilities by railroad in 
the greater part of New England. 


Takes Up Commission’s Plan, 

“It would seem to be perfectly apparent,“ 
the commissioner observed, that if this 
mo y is suffered to exist there must be 
somewhere a power of regulation which is 
co-extensive with the monopoly. In other 
words, the federal government must assume 
jurisdiction over the maintenance and op- 
eration of these railroads in so far as may 
be necessary to secure to the public a proper 
service.“ 

The department of justice intends to an- 
awer this challenge of the interstate com- 
merce commission by forcing a separation of 
the New England system into its component 
parts and by holding legally responsible the 
the men who created that system. 

Moreover, it expects by the policy it enun- 
dates to establish a precedent which will 
make further mergers impossible. By his 
action in separating the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, and the Pennsylvania, and

Oelrichs, a young man who has an income 


of $40,000 a year and who lives at Fifth ave- 
nue and Fifty-seventh street, was arrested

A machine owned by Oelrichs ran into « 
tree last night, and a young woman, Mise Lu- 
cille Singleton of 606 West One Hundred and 
Fifteenth street, a Bryn Mawr student, 
daughter of a Texas mine owner, was. badly 
cut by glass from the broken windshield. 
She told a detective that ten of her wounds 
had been inflicted by a knife, and that her 
companion, a man known to her as Mr. Craig- 
horn, used the instrument and made the 
wounds, 

During a day‘of police investigation young 
Oelrichs told a detective who questioned him 
that he was Mr, Craighorn. Later he denied 
that he was Craighorn and said np 
the gentleman who owns that name is D. 
M. Cleghorn, once a student at Columbia Un- 
versity but now a man of business at Ta- 
coma, Wash. 


Oelrichs Taken at Girl’s Home. 


The story is a queer one, with man y (con- 


tradictions. Oelrichs was arrested at the 
home of Miss Singleton, where she had pre- 
viously told detectives he would come to 
pay her $400 to say that the stab wounds 
were the result of flying glass. 

But.“ the young woman stormed, it 
will cost him $5,000, and I've told him so.” 
Miss Singleton knew her joy riding com- 
panion by three names, according to three 
stories she told. They were Claghorn, Craig- 
horn, and Creighton. She could not be sure 
which was correct. But the description she 
gave of him was in each instance the same 
and each time it fitted Oelrichs. ' 
Last night Patrolman Rudolf Wassung was 
doing post duty at Broadway and One Hun- 
dred and sixteenth street when the motor- 
man of a 2 8 ee car 2 up 


street. The driver of the wrecked car had 
disappeared. 


Asserts Companion Stabbed Her, 
Miss Singleton, when seen today, did not 
hesitate ta assert that the man who was with 
her in the automobile stabbed her during a 
fit of jealousy. She asserted that Oelricha, 
known to her as “ Crayhorn,” had called 


for her early in the evening with his car. She 


gaia she had an engagement that evening to 
meet Matt McCue, another Columbia student, 
but consented to go to dinner with Craig 
horn.” Afterward they went for a spin up 
Broadway. ö 

Then the girl remembered her engagement 
with McCue. When she insisted on going 
home her companion became angry, she said, 
and told her that she could not meet any one 
else that night. ’ 

Then, according to the girl's statement, the 
youth drew a pocket knife, opened the blade, 
and sald: Do you see that knife? Ifyou 
don’t remain with me I'll stab you with it.” 

“Then I screamed,’’ Miss Singleton said, 
„% and without another word he stabbed me 
several times. Then the car began to wab- 
‘ble, because he was driving with one hand, 
and it ran into ajtree, I was thrown through 
the windshield," 


Oelrichs Enticed to Girl’s Home. 

The story was immediately taken to Com- 
missioner Dougherty at police headquarters 
and he lost no time starting an Anvestige- 
tion. 

The arrest of Oelrichs then occurred, after 
he had been enticed to go to Mies Bingleton’s 
home by Miss Singleton herself, who earlier 
in the day telephoned to him at the Delta 
Psi house and asked him to call on her re- 
garding very important business. 

Oelrichs wae inclined to resist arrest. In 
a few heated and rather incoherent sen- 
tences, he explained that Miss 81 had 
telephoned the Delta Pai house yesterday 
and had asked for Craighorn. Craighorn not 
being at hand, Ocelrichs went to the tele- 
phone and when he found that Miss Single- 
ton wanted to go out for an automobile 
ride he jumped into his own machine, which 
was waiting at the door, and drove to her 
home. 

At headquarters Ocelrichs would not speak 
for publication. He would neither deny or 
afffrm the charge made by Miss Singleton, 
that in a fit of a anger or jealousy he had 
stabbed her.

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QUAKE AT PANAMA; 
SHOCKS RECORD 


Cities at Both Ends of Great 


Canal Badly Shaken by 
Heavy Temblors. 


LAST ALMOST A. MINUTE 


People Fear Damage to Works, but 
No Definite information Has 


Been Received. * 


SLIDE AT CULEBRA CUT EXTENDS 


COLON, Oct. 1 [midnight] —A severe earth- 
quake occurred here at 11:20 o'clock tonight. 
The disturbance was of nearly a minute’s 
duration. 

Houses were rocked and the entire W188 


tion was aroused. 


Thousands filled thé Streets and remained 
there in fear of the coljapse of their houses. 
The earthquake was the heaviest within 
memory. A second alighter shock occurred 
at 11:40 o'clock. 
No News About Canal. 
“The Gatun locks” was on everybody's 
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The disturbance begun with a slow, oscil- 


more marked. Houses swayed, clocks 
stopped, and articles of furniture were 
thrown to the floor. 

Many of the residents became half panic 
stricken and women rushed from the homes 
with children in their arms. 

So far no damage of any serious nature has 
been reported. 

Gatun locks, three in number, are designed 
to lift vessels eighty-five feet from the level 
of Limon bay, the Atlantic entrance to the 
canal, on which Colon is located, to the level 
of Gatun lake. They are seven miles from 
Colon. 

Twenty-four miles beyond Gatun locks and 
across the lake is the beginning of Culebra 
out. 


Felt Across the Canal. 

PANAMA, Oct. 1—Two earthquakes of an 
intensity much more severe than any disturb- 
anoes since the Americans took possession 
of the Canal Zone occurred late tonight. They 
were felt from Panama City to Colon. 

The first shock, as experienced in the cap- 
ital, was slight and was quickly followed by 
one of longer duration which shook build- 
ings to their foundation. The church bells 
were set to ringing, doors were thrown wide 
open, and residents were brought tumbling 
out of the beds. 

The first movement lasted about five sec- | 
onds. It occurred about 11:20 o’clock. The 
second movement was of ten seconds’ dura- 
tion. 


People Gather in Streets, 

The people at midnight were gathered in 
the streets. Jamaicans, who went through 
the disaster at Kingston, and Italians, who 
have had similar experiences in their home 
country, were particularly alarmed. 

According to the seismograph there were 
two slighter shocks, but these were prac- 
tically unnoticed. The general movement 
appeared to bé from west to east. Those fa- 
miliar with earthquakes said the movement 
was more of an upheaval than a vibration 
from side‘ to side. : 

There has been no severe damage to build- 
ings and no damage to the canal is so far re-

Arth streets, and voted $75,000 to buy equip- 
ment and pay for labor for the remainder of 
the year. 


Collection Passes One Day. 

No collection of garbage was made in any 
part ys the city yesterday. "No means were 
available to dispose of It. Yhicago Re- 
duction company at oe ruse lang!

Temporary Relief Only. 

The pign adopted by the council was 
frankly admitted by the health commis- 
sioner to be an expedient rather than a be- 
lution of the garbage problem.

It appears the 
Chicago Reduction company has been mak- 
ing about $160,000 a year profits. Its plant 
has been paid for over and over again. There 
was no reason for allowing going value. The 
negotiations. were broken off.

Experiment with Steam Tank. 
Dr. Young said one experiment had been 
made with a steam tank that was successful 
and explained that the residue of the process

We propose to employ a reasonably 
cheap and simple form of chemical treat- 
ment for the garbage, one that will render 
it inoffensive and safe and may possibly 
produce by-products of some value. 

As already stated, the city is now depos- 
iting large quantities of rubbish at the 
site in question, both by wagon and by 
rail. , 

After treating the garbage along the 
lines proposed it would be possible to 
deposit it in the excavation existing at 
the site and cover it with rubbish without 
any resulting nuisance. This is not an 
ideal way of dispbsing of the garbage, but 
itisa safe way ahd one that can be readily 
employed for the next few months. 

The site in question is admirably situ- 
ated with a view to ultimate conversion 
into a small park or playground. At the 
present rate of rubbish disposition it will 
have been filled to grade within a year, 
and the city will then be in possession of 
a park site which will practically have 
paid for itself by reason of the conveni- 
ence it has been to the city during the 
intervening period.

It may not improbably turn out that the 
work can be done for much less, and in 
any event a large part of the expenditure 
for the plant will be of such a character 
that it can be made use of by the city in 
the future disposal of garbage.

For the next three months 
they will average at least 500 tons. This 
enormous amount of offensive, putresci- 
ble, and potentially dangerous material 
cannot be left to accumulate -upon ‘the 
premises of the citizens of the city. 

Whatever is to be done eventually, the 
present emergency must be faced and 
grappled with at once. 

Because of the shortness of the notice t- 
tle routine business was presented at the 
meeting. A rush of it is expected at the first 
regular meeting Monday night. 

WOMEN WANT PLANT SEIZED. 

Women voters representing the principal 
civic organization in Chicago attended the 
special meeting of the city council last night. 
They spoke only infrequently among them- 
selves and made no demonstrations during 
the speeches. 

Mrs. Charlotte Rhodus, president of the 
Woman's party of Cook county, was the 
most militant in her views. She said under 
the . circumstances the city immediately 
should seize the reduction plant, even if it 
toak state military forces to do it, and op or- 
ate the plant until a satisfactory arrange- 
ment could be made to dispose of the city 

garbage. 


Have-Valuated Plant. 

Mrs. Rhodus’ party recently had an ap- 
praisal made of the garbage reduction plant 
and it was submitted to the mayor and city 
council. . The appraisal stated the three and 
a half acres of land on which the plant is lo- 
cated is worth $756,000 at a valuation of 50 
cents.a square foot.

The attitude of Mr. Hoyne and his assist-

S. E. Thomason, attorney for Arriva, early in 
the day in asking for the appointment of a 
special state's attorney to prosecute tha case. 
Mr. ‘Thomason contended Mr. Hoyne's in- 
terest in the case was cuch that he and his 
assistants were anxious for ap acquittal 
rather than a fair trial. 

“Mr. Hoyne appeared before the trial 
board.“ he said, to defend this policeman 
from charges growing out of this assault and 
said Flannigan was acting under his per- 
sonal orders. In view of this I am sure this 
is a case for a special state's attorney.“

How can he give this case an 
honest prosecution when his superior is in- 
terested in establishing the defense of this 
case? 

Our defense, interrupted Attorney WII - 
Hlams of Hoyne's staff, is not that Flan- 
nigan had a prisoner in charge, but that no 
assault at all was committed. We are not 
going into the legality of the arrest in Mich- 
igan, so Mr. Hoyne has no interest in the 
matter. 


Fake Lets Hoyne Man Prevail. 

„% Mr. Williams’ defense is that there was 
no assault, said Judge Fake. Tou say 
there was one. That's all there is toit. If 
you feel there is any question that the state's 
attorney omits you may suggest them and I 
will propound any questions you desire.“

JURY GIVES SEALED VERDICT 


IN “UNWRITTEN LAW” CASE.

HIGHEST ON WEST COAST. 


Chicago Shows Slight Increase 
and Eastern Centers Big 
Reductions, 


The suicide record of the hundred lead- 
ing American cities in 1912 showed the low- 
est rate since 10906, as well as an actual de- 
crease in the number of self-taken lives as 
compared th the 1911 total, according to 
the Spectator, a New York insurance jour- 
hal, The annual mortality from suicide ir 
the United States, however, is about 15,000. 

The following table of the ten cities having 


population, is compiled from the Spectator’. | 
figures: 
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Improved economic conditions and a better 
moral tone are the reasons ascribed for the 
slightly lower suicide rate, Forty-six cities 
showed an increased rate and ses Foti 
ahowed decreases, 

The most noticeable feature of the table * 
the cities having the highest rate is that 
seven of the firat ten are located on the Pa- 
cific coast. Exceptionally low rates pre- 
vailed in Elmira, N. Y., 5.2; Newburgh, N. 
T., 3.5; Orange, N. J., 3.2; Savannah, Ga. 
8.0; and Johnstown, Pa., 1.7. 


“Tribune” Ascertains Reasons, 

THE TRIBUNE wired the health commisgsion- 
ers of several of the leading Pacific coast 
cities quoted for reasons for the high rates. 
Despondency through lack of funds, or em- 
ployment, or from drink, were given aa like- 
ly reasons by San ‘Francisco officials, 

Dr. L. M. Powers, health commissioner of 
Los Angeles, answered that city was “a 
haven for all sick, particularly those suffer- 
ing from nervous troubles,“ and called at- 
tention to the record for the year ending 
June 80, which he said showed 120 suicides 
of which five were Pacific coast natives, fif- 
ty-two foreign born, sixty-five natives of At- 
lantic states, four Mongolians, and four ne- 
groes, a grand total of thirteen less than 
previous year. 

Why Tacoma Increased. - ao 

Tacoma officials reported 1912 was a period 
of financial depression, which continues more 
or less. A large number of unknown labor- 
ers took their lives, it was stated, of whom 
less than half were residents for any length 
of time. One- fifth of the suicides were 
women. 

Offictals in the offices of the Chicago health 
commissioner and Cook county coroner were 
unable to account for Chicago showing a 
slight increase, according to the Spectator’s 
figures, when the other large centers of pop- 
ulation—with the exception of St. Louis— 
showed decreases.

| Mexican Rebel Leader Says 


Piedras Negras Will Not 
Be Destroyed. 


BATTLE EXPECTED SOON. 


American Side of Border Being 
Closely Guarded to Halt 
Intruders. 


Piedras Negras, Mex., Oct. 1.—The city of 
Piedras Negras will not be destroyed, and 
every protection will be afforded property 
owned by Americans and offer foreigners 
during anticipated hostilities between the 
constitutionalists and federal army. 

This assurance was given American milf- 
tary authorities late this afternoon by a 
representative of Gen. Jesus Carranza, Con- 
stitutionalist commander, following vigorous 
protests made by the state department 
through United States Consul Blocker. 

In the communication to Consul Blocker 
and the military authorities Gen. Carranza 
expressed the hope that nothing would occur 
to warrant the American soldiers crossing the 
international line. It was intimated that it 
might become necessary to destroy some of 
the buildings owned by known federal ad- 
herents, but that foreign owned property 
would receive fair treatment. . 


Jeer About Grape Juice. 

The protests of the state department were 
presented by Consul Blocker and Maj. Cald- 
well of the Fourteenth United States in- 
fantry, in command of the troops at Eagle 
Pass.

HAS MALONEY’S APPROVAL. 


Kuflewski Refuses to Sign Resolution; 
Progressives with Him. 


The dismissal of Henry L. Bailey as war- 
den of the Cook county hospital caused dis- 
sension in the county board yesterday. Seven 
commissioners, including the Bartzen ele- 
ment, forced the adoption of a resolution 
d regretting ' President McCormick's action. 

Commissioner Kuflewski, who usually 
votes with the Bartzen crowd, refused to 
sign the resolution, but Commissioner Ma- 
loney approved it and spoke in favor of 
its adoption. Calling Maloney to the chair, 
Mr. McCormick defended his removal of 
Bailey. 6 

He reviewed the disclosure that a brother 
of Commissioner Bartley Burg and an aunt 
of former Commissioner Coffey had been ad- 
mitted to the institution contrary to the law 
and his orders that only the sick poor should 
be treated there, except in an emergency. 


Responsible for Brother’s Care. 

Mr. McCormick asserted Commissioner 
Burg was legally responsible for the care of 
his brother. The president agreed with 
framers of the resolution that Warden Bail- 
ey’s kindness to the poor was worthy of 
commendation and expressed his own regret 
at being forced to discharge him. 

He announced, however, that he would not 
tolerate favoritism at the hospital and pro- 
posed to have the institution receive all 
properly entitled to admittance without in- 
fluence of any kind.

He said his brother's son or 
daughter would have put him in a private 
hospital had they known he was in a county 
institution, and that he personally would 
have seen that the hospital bill was paid 
if the county agent’s investigators had noti- 
fied him his brother was at the institution. 


Bartzen Defends Coffey. 

Commissioner Bartzen defended the right 
of former Commissioner Coffey's aunt to go 
to the hospital. He also sought to show that 
Mr. McCormick had personally sent a patient 
to the hospital with instructions to give her 
special care. This Mr. McCormick denied in 

emphatic terms. Bartzen did not offer any 
proof. 

Commissioner Ragen complained the coun- 
ty agent's investigators were too zealous in 
rejecting people sent to the hospital with 
commissioners’ cards. He said the commis- 
sioners should not be blamed as they had no 
means of investigating every case brought 
to them. This Mr. McCormick agreed to and 
said there was no objection to a commission- 
er sending a poor patient with a letter to the 
hospital, but that the impression should not 
prevail that a commissioner could send to the 
institution persons ablatapay for treatment 
elsewhere. He said the sick poor should be 
made to realize that influence was not-tec- 
essary to secure the best the hospital af- 
forded. 

Milk Bids Opened. 


Bids to supply milk to county institutions

TO SUFFRAGISTS 


if Majority of Women of 
Country Want Vote. 


Raid on London Quarters Results 
in Physical Attack on 
„Bobbies.“ 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) ' 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The 
Anti-Suffrage association has challenged the 
suffragets to prove that a majority of the 
women of the United States want to vote. 

In a statement issued tonight the National 
Association Opposed te Woman Suffrage 
says that if the suffragists can submit to 
congress next December figures showing that 
a majority of women want the franchise, 
anti-suffragists wil ‘albeit sorrowfully; 
withdraw their opposition and allow woman 
suffrage to roll on in its destructive course. 

“This organization,“ the statement says, 
wages its campaign against the franchise 
because it knows that the vast majority of 
women do not want woman suffrage. There 
are in this country 24,565,754 women 21 years 
of age and over. If the suffragists can show 
that a majority of them want the suffrage 
then the National Association Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage will close its doors.“ 


OPPOSES MILITANT TACTICS. 

SOUTHAMPTON, Oct. 1.—The suffragets 
present at the church congress today got 
small encouragement from Dean Welldon 
in support of their modern methods. 

Pointing out that women were treated with 
greater honor and respect because they be- 
longed to the weaker sex, he asked could 
there then be a greater folly than to destroy 
the mutual sympathy between the sexes by 
a fight for superiority or equality—a fight in 
which as far as physical strength is con- 
cerned, women must come out second best? 
The intuitive respect öf man for woman is 
the supreme asset of womanhood and noth- 
ing in the world can ever atone for the loss 
of it.“ 


Suffragets Fight Police. 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—A lively scrimmage be- 
tween the police and the militant suffragets 
occurred today when Miss Harriet Roberts 
Kerr and Mrs. Beatrice Saunders, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Women's Social 
and Political union, were rearrested at their 
headquarters, under the provisions of the 
Cat and Mouse act.“ 

Mrs. Saunders is under sentence of fifteen 
md¢nths’ imprisonment and Miss Kerr twelve 
months for conspiracy. They were liberated 
in June after a hunger strike.” 


Suffrage Bill Brings Trouble. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 1.—The dissolution of 
the upper house of the rigsdag is probable 
in consequence of the third reading in the 
lower house of a bill granting universal suf- 
frage to women, depriving the crown of the 
right to nominate twelve members of the 
upper house, and withdrawing the special 
privileges with respect to the suffrage here- 
tofore possessed by wealthy voters.

ENTOMBED FAR UNDER EARTH, 
MINER ASKS AFTER-CHILDREN. 


Man Imprisoned 100 Feet Beneath the 
Surface Converses with Wife, Telling 
Her Not to Worry. 


Centralia, Pa., Oct. 1:+—-Because of a 
severe rain- which has prevailed all day, 
causing falls of top into the mine where 
Thomas Toshesky has been entombed since 
last Friday morning by a fall of coal at the 
Continental Colliery, extraordinary efforts 
were put forth tonight by the rescuers to 
liberate the imprisoned miner. 

Toshesky from his prison 400 feet below the 
surface, informed Mine Superintendent Heff- 
ner tonight through the fifty foot tubing 
penetrating the coal breast from an ad- 
joining chamber, that he has his mining 
tools with him and that since his imprison- 
ment, he has dug a way about three feet of 
the surrounding wall. 

‘Toshesky requested an opportunity to talk 
with his wife, who was waiting at the edge 
of the mine breach.

eral miners, descended to the bottom of the 


mine and listened to the voice of her huband 
for the first time in nearly a week. 

How are the children, especially the 
baby?” was the first question Toshesky 
asked.

KANKAKEEINMATE 


Former Employe Says He and 
Two Others Gave Aged 
Man Fatal Beating. 


CLEARED BY ONE JURY. 


“to Fix” 
Their Victim So He Would 
Remain in His Bed. 


Kankakee, III., Oot. 1.—[Spectal. }—William 
Wolfe of Nashville, N. C,, formerly employed 
at the Kankakee state hospital for the in- 
sane as an attendant, and who was ar- 
rested on June 28, charged with the murder 
of Carl G. Holst of Paxton, III., a patient 
at the institution, confessed to State's At- 
torney W. H. Dyer today. 

In his confession Wolfe implicated John 
Mahan, the employé in charge of the ward, 
and also one other attendant of the ward. 
‘Mahan was arrested today and will be given 
a preliminary hearing tomorrow. 

The third employé implicated by Wolfe has 
left the institution and his whereabouts are 
unknown. 

The only reason which Wolfe gave for the 
“beating up which resulted in Holst’s 
death was that the patient would not stay 
in bed and they wanted to mu him soe 


be would. 


| Patient for Short Time, 

Holst was a Ford county patient. He was 
78 years of age. He had been insane for 
a year. but his condition did not warrant 
his being placed in the asylum until ten days 
before he was admitted. . 

On being received at the Kankakee hos- 
pital Holst was placed in the receiving ward 
where he was kept until the first week in 
March, when he became so restiess that he 
was removed to ward 8, south, where there 
was a less tractable class of patients. The 
morning following his removal to that ward 
a staff physician was summoned to look at 
Holst and found him suffering from in- 
juries in the chest and bumps on the jaw. 

The patient was removed to the hospital 
ward and gradually lost strength and died 
shortly -afterward. 


Broken Ribs Are Revealed. 

Coroner Fenollle ordered a postmortem ex- 
amination, which developed that the patient 
had suffered six broken ribs. Following the 
exoneration of all the hospital employés by 
the jury a son of Holst and State’s Attorney 
O. Wylie of Ford county, with Secretary 
Bowen of the state charitable institution at 
Springfield and State’s Attorney Dyer, made 
a private investigation, but they were unable 
to gather information. 

Wolfe shortly after the first investigation 
by the hoszital authorities and coroner left 
the hospital. On the night of June 22 he re- 
turned to, Kankakee and wae arrested and 
bound over to the grand jury. 

Today Wolfe sent for the state’s attorney 
and said he wanted to confess, as he was eat- 
isfied the authorities had sufficient evidence 
againt him. 


Says Mahan Was Leader. 
In his confession Wolfe said he had deen 
to the ward where Holst 
was confined. 

** Holst would not stay ip bed,” Wolfe con- 
tinued. “Then Mahan said, ‘We will put 
him in bed and keep him in bed.’ 

Mahan told me to hold the patient’s hands 
and he and the third employé would beat him. 
I held his hands and Mahan and the third 
employé held him around his neck and stran- 
gled and beat him up. They struck him for 
quite a while and I kept holding his hands. 

Holst did not get up the next morning. 
and a doctor came in to see him. Mahan said. 
to me, Now, listen; thie fellow is going to. 
the hospital. He is beat up pretty bad. If 
they ask you anything about it say that he 
would not stay in bed and fell across the foot 
of the bed. Don't tell anything else.’ 

„ Mahan was in charge, and it was because 
of his orders that I held Holet’s hands while 


they beat him.”

The question of fitting each girl to her job 
dis at the root of a good share of the difficul- 
ties with which the working girl of the big 
elty meets. Had there been a bureau, an 
exchange, where each girl out of work could 
come and register, stating her experience 


and her needs and letting the manager of 


the bureau job hunt for her on the telephone, 


or by consulting his reports from employ- 


ers, thousands of girls who now take “ any 


job at all” would be placed much more ad- 


yantageously. The ‘subject of women's 
wages is not to be belittled. But the ques- 


tion of the misplacement of girl workers 


due to their inability to stay out of work 
long enough to find the right job—must also 
not be overlooked.

The majority of American men of 
affairs are submitting themselves, whether 
willingly or not, to the process of readjust- 
ment. : 
The dangers the act must encounter, even 
if it escape the worst devices of partisan 
malevolence, are considerable, and business 
men point te the chief of them when they 
say that the advantages, in the form of lower 
prices, may be barely perceptible when fil- 
tered down to the consumer, and that the 
disadvantages may be unescapable in the 
accounts of the various industries. 

Neither the act nor the party that framed 
it possibly could escape the consequences of 
a measure which affected the revenue and 
not the expenses of men of all kinds of occu- 
pation. 

That is the test the tariff act now must 
meet, and in go doing it needs fair play. : 


GENERAL DEMORALIZATION. 

There may be nothing in railroading to 
allow even a reflex of the errors and crimes 
of finance to be traced ‘in the operating de- 
partment, but if this beso we must construct 
a wonderful, insuperable wall separating 
the men who run the trains from the men 
who run the stock and bonds. 

Inasmuch as such a wall cannot be con- 
structed in any psychology, we accept the 
verdict of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion as just criticism when it places blame 
for demoralization and wrecks of the New 
York,. New Haven and Hartford railroad 
upon the conspicuous men who have had 
charge of ita finances, 

If lawlessness governs in the direction of 

the road’s finances it would be a miracle of 
credulity to believe that lawfulness and care- 
fulness will continue to govern in the oper- 
ating end. A morale cannot be maintained 
below when there is none above. 
There may be no more physical connec- 
tion between the two aspects of railroading 
than between the earth and the moon, but 
the financiers cannot be high kiting a rail- 
road property and the operators running it 
precisely. 1 

At least, the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad indicates that they didn’t, 
and that system further indicates that when 
a road is milked it cannot put money in the 
equipment which the safety of passengers 
demands. 

The faults of the New Haven, however, 
were man made,” and that is precisely 
what the errors of its financing were.

ARTHRITIS GERM INFECTION. 

T is now generally agreed that many ef 
the so-called rheumatisms are caused 
germs. The proof as to ordinary in- 
flammatory rheumatism has been ac- 
cumulating for a long time. In the last 

few years the proof as to rheumatoid 
arthritis has been piling up. | 

In the Journal of the American Medical 

association Dr. Billings says that his opin- 
jon is that the deforming joint changes 
usually found in middle aged people and 
known ag rheumatoid arthritis are due to 
infection with a germ. The germ usually 
gets into the blood through the mouth or 
tonsils or nose. It sometimes gets in through 
suppuration elsewhere in the body. b 
A chronic appendicitis, or an old pus tube, 
or an infected gall bladder can cause it, as 
well as can catarrh and pyorrhcea, bad teeth, 
and foul tonsils. It can be caused by an old 
gonococcal infection of the prostate gland 
and certain tubes running through it.

This being true, the person developing 
rheumatoid arthritis, instead of searching 
for seme springs to go to, should search for 
the old spring within him, the spring of pe 
hidden away in some pocket in his insides 
and pouring germs into his blood. ; 
This spring, being found, should be 
cleaned up whenever possible. Most of the 
cleaning up will have to be surgical. The 
teeth, tonsils, nose pus sac, or offending 
tissue, wlierever it is, should be made clean 
or else removed, | 
Using vaccines made from the germs 
found present Dr. Billings has found to 
help some. Then follows an important 
point. Good food, sunshine, fresh air, mas- 
sage, and rest can doa great deal to increase 
the capacity and to decrease the suffering of 
the person with deformed joints. 


— 

The custom has been forthe person witha 
developing arthritis to ruin his digestion 
with salicylates and iodides; to ruin his 
vitality by strict dieting, abstaining from 
meat and other nutritious food; to ruin his 
pocketbook running around to springs, and 
finally to lose confidence in evetybody and 
everything, to come to the conclusion that 
he has an incurable disease, and then to 
lapse into helpless, hopeless invalidism. 

To drain the pus sacs and to clean up the 
dirty areas is the proper treatment for those 
who are in the earlier stages. It is well 
for the other group to know that it does not 
follow that its members sould become help- 
less merely because they cannot be cured. 

It is well for the doctor to get the idea in 
his head that people with incurable diseases 
are doubly in need of help, and arthritis 
patients, living hygienic lives and properly 
directed, gain greatly in efficiency, as well 
as in comfort.

A. M. writes: Where there has been 
Prostatic and testicular complications in 
both testes, due to gonorrhea nearly a year 
ago, what future trouble will occur?

A 
prostatic culture test three months ago 
showed two colonies which were almost in- 
active: The chords at the base of the right 
testicle are swollef to a nodule, and for 
months have shown no sign of going down. 
Are the semen ducts stopped up? I have had 
the most expert specialist's attention since 
the beginning of this, the second case, and 
have adhered to the jetter of the doctor's in- 
structions for eleven months, Isa testicular 
operation necessary? Ghould a man who 
has had these complications marry after a 
so-called cure has been effected? Is there 
any danger to the offspring? Is there danger 
of kidney and prostatic trouble subsequent- 
ly? Will the germs die out in years or is 
there danger of recurrence in later life? Is 
there a real cure or satisfactory negative 
test?’ — 

REPLY. 

There is no danger of transmitting the disease 
to any children you might have. There is con- 
siderable danger that you would infect your wife, 
m case of marriage, It is possible that you are 
sterile. There is not much danger to your kid- 
neys. It is probable that your prostate will en- 
large as you get on in years. In complement fixa- 
tion, microscopic, bactericlogic and physical ex- 
amination you have a pretty satisfactory group 


of tests, Operation will probably not help you. 
Follow your physician’s afivice as to marriage.

1. Just relax. 

2. A more difficult question to answer. Some 
employ monotonous formule which fatigue the 
mind to rest.

STOOP SHOULDERED GIRL. 

J. H. N. writes: Our daughter, 16 years 
of age, is developing a bad case of stooped 
shoulder and hollow chest. We have en- 
deavored to correct this by calling her at- 
tention to the results that may be expected 
if she does not get over the stooping habit. 
Can you suggest some remedy for this?’

Te chide her will do no good. To put braces 
on her will be just as useless. She is narrow 
chested and her shoulders slide forward on her 
strongly arched ribs. She probably sways the 
lower part of her back too far forward, which 
makes her upper back arch backward too much. 

Some months ago I wrote of an orthopedic sur- 
geon who, by a series of manipulations and exer- 
cises developed the muscles necessary to pull the 
excess out of the spine curves and develop the 
back muscles needed to hold the shoulders in 
place.

possessed of any sense of art or of 
reverence for the historic past, will be 
profoundly shocked by the vandail- 
istic restoration of the glorious old 
ruin of the cathedral of Iona, the cradle o 
Christianity of Scotland. 
It has not only been reroofed but also 
fitted up with Neo-Gothic brass work, wood 
work, and other twentieth century furnish- 
ings from the church furniture emporiums 
and which offend the eye not only by their 
aggressively modern Philistinism but also by 
their glaring anachronism. 
That Scots should have desired to use th 
old sanctuary of what was once the Gaelic 
counterpart of England’s Canterbury cathe- 
dral and Westminster Abbey is comprehensi- 
ble. But it passes the imagination how they 
could have had had so little sense of propriety 
as to convert it into what looks like a brand 
new Presbyterian church—utterly out of 
place among its wonderful environment. 
When the late Lord Leven and Melville left 
$250,000 for the restoration of Holyrood 
chapel at Edinburgh with the idea of its 
being used once more as chapel of the ancient 
royal Order of the Thistle, Edward VII. and 
his chief advisers declined to accept the 
legacy on the ground that any attempt at 
restoration would impair the picturesque 
beauty of the exquisite ruins and that to 
repair them would constitute an act of un- 
pardonable vandalism. The sovereign’s atti- 
tude in the matter met with universal ap- 
proval, both at home and abroad, 
That the ruins of the cathedral of Iona, 
which mean so infinitely more to every son 
of Scotland than Holyrood chapel, should 
have thus been permitted to become the prey 
of the inartistic restorer is simply incon- 
ceivable. | 
It is only fai to state that the presen 
Duke of Argyll is in no sense of the word 
responsible for this crime against art and 
archeology. 
It is necessary to mention this since Iona 
until a few years ago belonged to the Dukes 
of Argyll. The late duke, however, greatly 
to the indignation of his family, made over 
all the ecclesiastical remains on the island 
of Iona to the trustees of the Presbyterian 
church of Scotland, of which he was a ship- 
ing light, his main object being to prevent 
them from falling into the hands of either 
the Church of England or of the church 0 
Rome. | 
For the present duke has since his marriage 
to Princess Louise become a member of the 
Anglican church, while his nephew and next 
heir, Niall Campbell, a tall and extremely 
good looking young fellow, has leanings to- 
ward Roman Catholicism. After Niall Camp- 
bell, who is unmarried, there come his 
cousins, Douglas Campbell, married to a 
daughter of the late John Laurence of New 
York, and their 10 year old boy; Lord poy x 
Campbell, and his son Ivar, attached to 
British embassy at Washington, and then the

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No less than forty-eight Scottish kings, in- 
cluding Shakspeare’s King Duncan and King 
Macbeth, four Irish kings, and eleven kings 
of Norway, lie buried on the island of Iona. 
as well ag all the old time lords of the isles, 

Indeed, in the early days of the Christian, 
era and in the middle ages the soll of Iona 
was regarded as so sacred and burial there 
so high an honor and so great a privilege 
that the bodies of royal personages and of 
powerful nobles, of vikings, and. mighty 
chieftains were brought there for interment 
not only from all parts of Scotland and Ire- 
land but also across the North sea from the 
prt portions ef Scandinavia.

The history of Iona goes back fifteen Len- 
turiea, to the time when in A. D. 568 Saint Co- 
lumba, an Irish monk, driven out of Erin 
sought refuge there with twelve companions, 
that is to say, just thirty-four years before 
St. Augustine landed in Great Britain to con- 
vert its people. It is probable that Iona was 
already sacred for hundreds of years pre- 
vious to the rites of the Druids. For its 
ancient Gaelic name was “ Innis non Druin- 
each (the Isle of the Druids). St. Columba 
was confirmed in the possession of the is- 
land by its then owner, Conal, King of the 
Northern Scota, 

King Adian, his successor and cousin, 
came to Iona to be crowned by St. Columba. 
The stone on which he sat on the occasion 
ig the celebrated stone of destiny,” and 
was thereafter used at the coronation of the 
kings of Scotland at Dunstaffnage and at 
Scone until carried off to London in 1296 by 
King Edward I., since which time it has been 
preserved in Westminster Abbey, forming 
the seat of the coronation chair or throne 
on which every British sovereign since the 
time of Edward I has been crowned. 

The fact that the stone should be of the 
Same material ag the rocks of the island of 
Iona clearly indicates the fallacy of the pop- 
lar legend, according to which it was brought 
originally from the Holy Land, after serving 
as pillow to Jacob when he slept and aa v 
in his dream angels ascending and descend- 
ing a ladder that reached to heaven. 

It was from Iona that St. Columba 
Christianity throughout the ele gps 
breadth of Scotland and it is there that he 
died and was buried, predicting just before 
his demise that Iona would remain one of the 
most honored spots on the face of the earth; 
& prediction which has been fulfilled,

Prosecution Concludes Evidence 
Against Accused. ; 


DEFENSE WILL BEGIN TODAY 


in Effort to Get Verdict: 


Albany, N. T., Oct. 1.—The assembly board 
of managers today rested their case in the 
trial of the impeachmeat of Gov. William 
Sulzer.

The high. court then adjourned until to- 
morrow afternoon, when counsel for the 
governor will submit several preliminary 
motions for the court to gecide before open- 
ing their case. 

Their first witness, it is said, will be Louis 
A. Sarecky, the governor’s campaign secre- 
tary. Sarecky indorsed many of the checks 
given to Sulzer during his campaign which 
were not reported in his sworn statement of 
contributions. 

The governor and Mrs. Sulzer are expected 
to take the stand before the defense closes, 
The governor will defend his failure to re- 
port the numerous contributions 6n the 
ground that they were personal gifts, it is 
believed. Mrs. Sulzer, it is said, will defend 
his alleged speculative transactions with 
testimony to show that they were conduct- 
ed for her account. 


Colwell’s Testimony Uncertain. 


Whether the long missing Frederick L. Col- 
well, the governor's alleged agent in his Wall 
street transactions, will also be called was a 
subject of much speculation tonight. 

L. M. Josephthal,. who paid a debt of $26,- 
752 contractell by the governor with Harris 
& Fuller, is expected to be another witness. 
He reached Albany today from New York; 
where he arrived today from Europe. His 
testimony will be highly favorable to the 
governor.

For the Baby. 


Secure from the dry goods store an pty 
pasteboard box which has contained en's 
shirts, pad the bottom with cotton, and sprinkle 
with sachet powder; then line bottom and sides 
with some dainty cotton cloth in pale blue or 
pink. Cotton poplin, at 25 cents a yard, is ideal; 
one yard is sufficient. Cut this half again as 
long and as wide as the box and plait or gather 
it to fit the box, fastening with French knots, 
Next adjust stitched straps of the poplin to 
the bottom or sides of the box, to hold the little 
comb, brush, powder and soap box, and bottles 
necessary. Make a little safety pin book of 
white flannel and fill with assorted sizes of good 
pins. The words “ baby's pins’ can he worked 
on it in French knots. 

Cover the outside of the box with white of- 
cloth and make ties of the remaining poplin to 
hold the lid firm. 

These boxes will sell readily for from $1 to 
$2.50, according to material, and make dainty 
gifts. They will hold an entire change of cloth- 
ing for the tiny owner. .

Corn in Winter. 


During the long winter months no canned 
fruit or vegetable in our family is more enjoyed 
than home grown.sweet corn. It is a delightful 
reminder of the “good old summer time,” as 
well as useful and satisfying. It is plentiful 
and inexpensive in the growing season, and also 
of most importance, perhaps, is its ease of 
preparation. Should one wish to sell to neigh- 
bors or friends an unfailing demand at good 
prices will be found in cold months. 

In selecting corn for canning get as uniform 
a kernel as possible. Slice off cob and to every 
gallon of cut corn put a teacup of salt with just 
enough water to make it the right consistency. 
Boil ten or twelve minutes, then can in the same 
manner that you would tomagges. 

If dried corn is preferred it should be cut 
from the cob in the same manner as for can- 
ning and spread on clean papers thickly and one 
layer deep, turning now and then until thor- 
oughly dried with a silver knife. Soak over 
night before cooking.

“Shop Talk” at Club. 


EWSPAPERS of the world, now closely 
connected by telegraph and cable, may 
bring about universal peace by giving 
‘publicity to the causes of international 
disputes. This opinion = expressed by 
Lord Northcliffe, English publisher, at a lunch- 
eon given in his honor by the Press club of 
Chicago yesterday. ) x 
The “king of English newspaperdom con- 
tended an enlightened people would arbitrate 
rather than fight. His auditors largely were 
newspaper men, to whom he “ talked shop” and 
gave advice, but among the guests also were 
men of other g@allings, including Chief Justice 
George A. Cooke of the Illinois Supreme court.

Touching on the century of peace between the 
United States and Great Britain, Lord North- 
¢cliffe advanced the belief a war between these 
powers was impossible. He said even the 
“damnable war of the Balkans, little under- 
stood in the United States,“ might have been 
prevented had it not been secretly arranged. 

The United States had earned the sympathy 
of the world in its trouble with Mexico, be- 
cause the true facts were made public. Eng- 
land would not have suffered in the estimation 
of other people, he said, had its trouble with 


the Boers been explained in like manner. 


As an aid to crime detection the newspaper 
is without an equal, according to his lordship. 
He cited the capture of Dr. Crippen, the Eng- 
lish murderer, as an example. It was a news- 
paper photograph, published in one of the North- 
cliffe journals, that caused the captain of the 
ship to recognize Crippen, who was fleeing 
across the Atlantic to Montreal.

He cited instances of the cordial relations 
existing among the newspapers of all countries 
and showed how easily and quickly a paper 
across the sea could obtain news of interest 
from a Chicago paper. He again referred to 
the enlightening of the English public as to the 
real status of the “Jack” Johnson case hére. 

The Chicago reporter was praised by his ford- 
ship as a “persistent early riser and ‘late 
stayer,” which, he said, laughingly, “I have 
learned to my cost.” He said opportuhities 
in the newspaper field were equally good in 
America and England and recalled his own 
struggles as a 15 year old “cub” in Fleet street, 
the “hardest street in the world.” He admitted 
now having in his employ 30,000 people. 


—— 


Surprise was expressed by Lord Northcliffe 
that men in Chicago editorial departments had 
not found it necessary to organize. He said 
editors and writers of London had a “ society ” 
which was mutually beneficial to publisher and 
employé.. Editors there, he said, are given a 
year’s notice of dismissal and must give equal 
notice of their intention to quit. Copy readers 
get three months’ notice and reporters one or 
more months.

Greek Specialties. 


HE Greek people in our midst are en- 
larging their activities. A certain Greek 
restaurant is becoming very well known 
and popular among the lawyers and doc- 
tors—perhaps not because it has so many 

characteristic Greek dishes but because it has 

some which please the curious and satisfy their 
palates. Its meats, lamb and chicken especial- 
ly, are mostly fried and then covered with an 
attractive mince of vegetables of various sorts. 


—— > 


We are, by the way, in the A, B. C class of 
cooks as far as the making of delicious minces 
is concernéd. Perhaps because we vulgarized the 
rather niee word, hachis,“ making it hash, we 
prevented the development of our ingenuity in a 
line which has many picturesque variations in 
other countries. 

Greek recipes are not very easy to find, but 
in a recent little English book called Recipes 
from East and West,” there are a goodly num- 
ber. 

Any one who has eaten that eminently char- 
acteristic sweet, the ‘“ Baklava,” 
mak out its contents, will be interested in a 
recipe for it, although the very heavy thick 
sweet, slightly resembling French pastry—it is 
usually cut in diamond shape—is not highly

BAKLAVA OR BACLAVA.— Take a pound of 
flour and a pound of butter or of viorati (what- 
ever that may be). Knead them into a paste 
with five eggs and a little salt for some time. 
When well kneaded take a little of the paste, 
roll it out with a rolling pin into a thin sheet 
and sprinkle over it pounded blanched almonds 
and pine cone kernels. Add cinnamon. 

Then take another plece of paste and do ex- 
actly the same, continuing the process until the 
paste is all finished. Then put the layers into 
the oven in a buttered baking tin and bake, 
first dividing neatly with a knife. (This un- 
doubtedly means that the layers of paste should 
be put together, as the finished cake consists 
of many very thin layers). After baking pour 
over it some hot sherbet, that is, sugar dis- 
solved and mixed with rosewater and orange 
flower water.

is only one of the varieties of stuffed cabbage 
popular in all eastern Europe.

Tells Special Committee to In- 
vestigate Expenditures He 
Will HelpGet Cash. 


HONEST WORK PROMISED. 


Merit Chief Replies to Merriam 
with Apparent Zest for 
Search.

Mayor Harrison sent word yesterday to the 
special committee appointed to investigate 
. city expenditures that he will indorse any 
request for an appropriation the committee 
iinds necessary for its work. 

Ald. John A. Richert delivered the message 
at the close of the third seasion of the quar- 
tet of aldermen since they were appointed to 
their big task carly in the summer. It ro- 
ceipt and an apparent modification of Ald. 
Charles E. Merriam's criticiam of the inten- 
tions of the committee led witnesses to ex- 
press a belief a real inquiry may be under 
way in a few weeks. 


Change in Merriam’s View? 

If there was ‘a change in the views of Ald. 
Merriam, who by counci] action was appoint- 
ed to act with a subcommittee of three mem- 
bers of the finance committee in this matter, 
it came after a statemént by Elton Lower, 
apeeking for the civil service commission, in 


concert with which the investigation is 


to be made. 

Mr. Lower told the committee it had a won- 
derful opportunity to doa great work toward 
putting all departments of the city govern- 
ment on an efficiency basis. 

“There never was an investigation,” he 
said, in which such powerful forces were 
linked together. In this work you have the 
city council s power and with it the power of 
the civil service act, including the power to 
subpeena witnesses, to take testimony under 
oath, and to bring about punishment for con- 
tempt.” : 

Promises Honest Inquiry. 

He also said, in reply to Merriam’s contin- 
ued demands for proof, that the inquiry 
would be an honest, thorough one, unswayed 
by political influences; that if the inquiry 
were conducted in any other way the civil 
service commission would have nothing to 
do with it. He contended the work should 
be Gone without any purpose of stirring up 
Sandal, but that it should not be interfered 
with by a desire to spare any one. 

Mr. Lower also said such an investigation 
propertly conducted would result in a com- 
plete revision of the municipal code and ita 
conflicting ordinances and pave the way for 
the construction of a new charter.
